Nixon-Thieu 
at Midway 
tomorrow 


SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (U PI)-Pres­ 
ident Nixop today marshalled his top for­ 
eign policy and military advisers in Ha­ 
waii for Sunday’s descent upon Midway 
Island and a summit conference with 
South Vietnamese President Nguyen Van 
Thieu. 
The President planned to conclude his 
work-and-rest stay in California and fly 
to Honolulu at 10 a.m. PDT today. 
Awaiting their chief’s arrival there 
are U.S. officials summoned from Wash­ 
ington, Paris and Saigon. With the Pres­ 
ident in Air Force One was his principal 
Vietnam adviser, 
Dr. Henry Kessin- 
ger, White House assistant for national 
security affairs; and the Nixon family. 
The family will remain in Honolulu 
Sunday when the chief executive departs 
for his six-hour session on Midway. 
Officially, Nixon and Thieu are fly­ 
ing thousands of miles from opposite 
ends of the world to a small coral atoll 
in the middle of the Pacific so that they 
can "get to know each other” and dis­ 
cuss the common problems that bind 
the two nations. 
However, 
before sitting down with 
Thieu, Nixon called his own team to­ 
gether for an up-to-the-minute apprais­ 
al of the current military and diploma­ 
tic aspects of the Vietnam situation.

Da Nang target 
of North Viet; 
hostages taken 


SAIGON (UPI) - North Vietnamese 
troops slammed 45 shells into Da Nang 
and its military complex today and, with 
civilians as hostages, invaded a suburb 
of Tay Ninh city northwest of Saigon, 
the U.S. command said. 
U.S. and South Vietnamese troops 
held their fire to spare casualties among 
the hostages on the northeastern edge 
of the province capital of 80,000 about 
50 miles from Saigon. The Allies threw 
a cordon around the occupied hamlet to 
keep the guerrilla threat from spread­ 
ing. 
A second successive night of stepped- 
up shellings saw Communist 
rockets 
or mortars hit 63 towns or camps, fol­ 
lowed by ground attacks against at least 
four key American outposts. 
Headquarters 
reported 
1,040 Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese killed since 
the attacks increased Thursday night, 
with U.S. losses put at more than 60 
dead and more than 200 wounded. 
The increased tempo provided a dem­ 
onstration of the Communists’ military 
capabilities on the eve of President Nix­ 
on’s summit on Midway Island Sunday 
with President Nguyen Van Thieu of 
South Vietnam.

(UPI) -The 
dreaded Black Widow spider was de­ 
posed temporarily from her throne as 
queen of this area’s poisonous insects 
F riday. 
The usurper v.as a dime-sized, im­ 
ported spider from South America known 
as Loxosceles 
laeta 
or the South 
American violin spider. 
Fifty of the insects were discovered 
in a group of public buildings in Sierra* 
Madre Memorial Park and the County 
Health Department ordered the buildings 
closed and treated with insecticides. 
County Health officer Gerald A. Heid* 
breder said it was the first time this 
species of spider has been found in South­ 
ern California and oaly the second time 
they have been identified in the United 
States. 
Heidbreder said no bites had been re­ 
ported but warned that in Brazil and Chi­ 
le, the spiders natural habitat, bites 
from it have killed about half of its vic­ 
tims.

MOSCOW (UPI) — Soviet Communist 
party 
leader Leonid I. Brezhnev today 
accused Red China of planning nuclear 
and conventional war against the Soviet 
Union. 
He made the charge in a speech at the 
world conference of Communist par­ 
ties, which has been boycotted by the 
Peking regime and its allies in the 
feud with Moscow. 
"The Soviet Union has sufficiently 
strong forces to defend itself and the 
Soviet people have strong nerves and 
will not be frightened by shouts,” Brezh­ 
nev told the leaders and delegations of 
75 participating parties. 
Brezhnev 
referred to the recent 9th 
Congress of the Chinese 
Communist 
party with its slogan "towage merciless 
struggle against modem revisionism.” 
"By revisionism,” Brezhnev 
said, 
"Peking means the overwhelming ma­ 
jority of the Socialist Communist coun­ 
tries and Communist parties.” 
He accused the Mao Tse-tung regime 
of seeking to dominate the worldwide 
Communist 
movement and linked 
its 
ambition with “ the great power effort 
of the Peking government to acquire ter­ 
ritories of other countries.” It was an 
obvious 
reference to 
recent claims 
by Red China on Soviet territories in 
the Far East. 
Both Moscow and Peking have report­ 
ed clashes t>etween their border forces 
with both sides suffering casualties. On 
Friday, Peking accused Moscow of delib- 
erately provoking a series of incidents, 
including armed incursions, artillery 
shellings and kidnapping of soldiers and 
civilians. Moscow denied the charges. 
Brezhnev 
said the people of China 
have been indoctrinated with the thought 
of the "messianic role of China, the mass 
indoctrination in the spirit of Chauvinism 
and vicious anti-Sovietism.”

Peking. 
Brezhnev referred to an appeal in the 
official Peking newspaper two days ago 
for 
"preparation to fight Soviet revi­ 
sionism in conventional as well as the 
great nuclear war.” 
Brezhnev 
reminded the more than 
300 delegates in St. George’s Hall in the 
Kremlin that many of them were pres­ 
ent at the 1957 world summit congress 
at which Mao, "with astonishing frivoli­ 
ty and cynicism, 
talked about a possi­ 
ble annihilation of half of mankind in 
case of nuclear war.” 
"The facts testify that Maoism calls 
not for the struggle against war, but on 
the contrary, for war which it regards 
as a positive, historical phenom ena,” 
Brezhnev said. 
The Soviet Union itself came under 
fire earlier over the Warsaw 
Pact 
invasion of Czechoslovakia. The Au­ 
stralian Communists openly condemn­ 
ed 
the invasion and said it "harmed 
our cause — the struggle for a socialist 
world.”

Pompidou, a Gaul list, said his administration would remain loyal to the 
reconciliation between France and Germany concluded by DeGaulle and the 
late West German Chancellor Conrad Adenauer in 1963. 
Chi Vietnam and ties with the United States, the candidate said: 
"Prospects of peace in Vietnam should allow the remaining clouds between 
us to be dispersed and relations to be developed between us in the spirit 
of understanding and warm friendship that marked the last meetings between 
President Nixon and General de Gaulle.” 
The two men, who finished one-two in the first round of voting June 1, 
will face each other in a runoff June 15. Latest public opu ion polls show 


Pompidou has a wide edge over his opponent. 
The runoff was necessary because neither man got more than 50 per cent 
in the first round.

All were charged with muti­ 
ny, 22 have now been tried and 
convicted, three escaped from 
the stockade and are believed 
to be in Canada and two are 
under medical treatment. 
The two found guilty of lesser 
charges Friday apparently be­ 
nefited from psychiatric testi­ 
mony on their behalf during the 
trial, one of the longest in U.S.

the Roman Catho ic Church. 
Correspondent Stopa lists the 
current problems wracking the 
Catholic Church and the changes 
that m ist come as it gazes tow­ 
ard the 21st century. Kenneth 
L. Wilson, editor of Christian 
Herald, and I met this brilliant 
young seminarian at the meet­ 
ings of the World Council of 
Churches 
last 
summer. We 
were impressed with his con­ 
cern and candor, his broad view 
of the Christian community in 
Europe and America and his 
hope that the church of his 
fathers could too! up for the 
needs of the children. 


One of his major concerns 
is the wealth of the church . . 
“ One need only be reminded 
that the holdings of the Roman 
Catholic Church in the United 
States include 17,000 churches, 
10,000 primary schools, 15,000 
secondary schools, 1,000 hos­ 
pitals, 500 seminaries, 300 coll­ 
eges and universities, and num­ 
erous other buildings and pro­ 
perties . ..The question that 
m st be raised is whether the 
Roman 
Catholic 
Church 
should be so rich.” 


Stopa believes that the Rom­ 
an Catholic Church is going 
to have to unload many of its 
holdings, shift gears in regard 
to the use of manpower and 
energy, be willing to find ano­ 
ther demonstration of power in 
place of the big cathedral or 
sprawing 
perochial system. 
The church, he says, must not 
present such a contradictory, 
twosided picture to the world. 


If it preaches love for the 
poor, it must not sink millions 
into its own self-aggrandize­ 
ment. If it teaches the freedom 
of the sons of God, it must 
not punish priests who use this 
freedom ’o voice opinions co> 
trary to the equally gratuit­ 
ous opinions of some bishops 
and even the Pope. If it believes 
in tolerance for all men and 
all religions, it must not make 
concordats with governments 
that have only a nominal free­ 
dom of religion for non-Rom an 
Catholics. 
There are many who will 
feel that seminarian Stopa has 
written a daring sensational ar­ 
ticle. “ Novel” Is one of the 
Vatican words for new ideas 
and expressions of the faith. 
Yet the changes are coming with 
such velocity that many of his 
suggestions 
may 
be routine 
within a decade, not 30 years. 
Stopa sees the rapid develop­ 
ment of a married clergy, a 
la Protestant style. This priest 
will probably work out of his 
home or apartment, hear pri­ 
vate confessions in the den 
for “ the few old-timers 
who 
still want them.” On Sunday 
he will share in the worship 
service with a fellow Presby­ 
terian and Methodist. 
His larger concerns will be 
in lay education, social ac­ 
tion and heavy involvement in 
the computer firm where his 
day-to-day 
employment takes 
place. His evening-weekend ac­ 
tivities will keep him in touch 
with youth; He celebrates Holy 
Communion with one group, then 
follows the sacrament with a 
thoughtful discussion and the 
evening ends by listening to 
some records or going to a 
dance. 
It all sounds exciting, diff­ 
erent and scary. But then the 
church 
shouldn’t exist 
if it 
loses its nerve.

Safety Council honors 
VAFB safety campaign 


Bolstered by an award from 
the National Safety Council for 
outstanding reduction in ground 
accidents during 1968, Vanden- 
berg has embarked on its annual 
“ 101 
Critical 
Days” safety 
campaign, 
an 
all-out 
effort 
to minimize accidents during 
the period from Memorial Day 
through Labor Day. 
Base officials were notified 
this week that Vandenberg has 
been awarded the 1968 Award of 
Merit by the National Safety 
Council for its outstanding re ­ 
duction in 
ground accidents 
in 1968 compared with the av­ 
erage rate in 1966 and 1967. 
The Strategic Air Command re­ 
ceived the NSC’s Award of Hon­ 
or for the same period. 
Last year’s vehicle accident 
figure for Vandenberg person­ 
nel was three less than in the 
two previous years for the criti­ 
cal period between the two holi­ 
days. Only one Vandenberg resi­ 
dent lost his life last year dur­ 
ing the three-month 
period 
This year's “ 101” Critical 
Days” campaign at Vandenberg 
got off to a fatality-free start 
during the Memorial Day week- 
end. A minor disabling injury 
from a motorcycle accident, 
m arred the otherwise accident 
free three-day holiday. 
In a recent letter to com­ 
manders, Major General G. W. 
Johnson, commander of the 1st 
Strategic Aerospace Division, 
noted that the annual “ 101 Criti­ 
cal Days” program resulted in 
a 14 per cent reduction in fatal­ 
ities throughout the Air Force 
in 1967. 
“ The results of the 1967 
and 1968 campaigns for the Air 
Force, Strategic Air Command 
and Vandenberg give evidence 
that this special emphasis p ro 
gram is extremely beneficial 
in reducing the number of deaths 
and injuries commonly associo 
ted with the vacation season,” 
he noted. 
Safety officials here stated 
that during the three-month per­ 
iod special emphasis will be 
placed upon unit ground, safety 
programs, accidents investigo 
non, seat belt installation and 


use and private motor vehicle 
operation. 
A variety of safety tips will 
be provided to units during the 
summer on such subjects “ tail 
gating,” 
“ freeway 
driving” 
“ vacation driving,” etc. These 
will be supplemented by safety 
films and periodic seat belt 
checks base wide. 
The seat belt checks will be 
random choice of both in-bound 
and out-bound vehicles. Persons 
wearing seat belts will be given 
a numbered certificate and be­ 
come eligible to receive aprize 
from weekly drawings conduct­ 
ed by the 1STRAD Directorate 
of Safety. 
In his letter to commanders, 
General Johnson stressed that 
the campaign is intended to 
counteract the high hazard po­ 
tentials of driving and leizure- 
time activities. He noted that 
the program will concentrate 
on the increased recreational 
participation, 
summer 
leave 
activities and extended periods 
of highway travel by Vandenberg 
personnel.

What was once merely the dream of visionaries has become 
almost routine reality. 
How quickly we have accepted the fact that six men, in two 
tiny space-going cockleshells named Apollo 9 and Apollo 10, 
have actually left man’s ancient home of earth and all but 
touched the face of the moon. 
How easily we will accept the fact that two men have actually 
walked upon the surface of earth’s satellite, as they will in 
July, if Apollo 11 performs as splendidly as its predecessors 
— and who doubts that it will? 
Only slightly less amazing is the fact that through the miracle 
of radio and television we are able to accompany them on their 
jotiiuey as we sit in the comfort of our living rooms, that we 
can see the earth as they see it and as only the gods have seen 
it before — a lovely, 
lonely globe of blue and white hanging 
in the blackness of infinity. 
It requires a real effort to remember back less than 12 
years when a Russian rocket launched a sphere called Sputnik 
into orbit around the earth —and abruptly propelled mankind 
into the space age. Immediately there was speculation about 
men going into space themselves, not just how soon they could 
do it but if they could do it at all. 
Would human flesh be able to survive the acceleration forc­ 
es of a rocket at lift-off? What would be the effects of solar 
radiation, 
of prolonged weightlessness? Could technology 


solve an endless array of problems, such as building a rocket 
powerful enough to carry a man or developing materials into 
the atmosphere? 
What about the even more complex naviga­ 
tion and life-support problems involved in an actual flight to the 
moon and return to earth? 
In 12 short years, and after an investment of billions of cal­ 
culations, of man hours and of dollars—by far the most tremen­ 
dous undertaking ever conceived by man — the problems have 
been solved, the questions have been answered. 
Not that the danger has been removed, or ever will be remov­ 
ed. The split-second loss of control of “ Snoopy,” Apollo 10’s 
lunar landing module, frighteningly pointed up how dependent 
the lives of the astronauts are on the perfect working of a zil­ 
lion switches, relays, instruments and systems. 
But except for that one episode, the entire flight of Apollo 
10 was what we have come to expect—another routine mission. 
Whatever this says about the human capacity to accept what 
only a few years ago was unimaginable to most people, it is pro­ 
bably the sincerest form of tribute we can pay to the brave 
men of Apollo 10 and the thousands of other dedicated men on 
the ground who made it “ a 110 per cent successful perform­ 
ance.” 
Next, Apollo 11 and the landing on the moon — the space spec­ 
tacular to end all space spectaculars, the final astonishing chap­ 
ter in Book I of the space age.

Your Thursday, May 22 edition carried 
the UPI story regarding Governor Rea­ 
gan’s hot “ debate” with the leftist pro­ 
fessors at Berkeley. 
While the news

What they neglected to state, however, 
was that Professor Wofsy was one topic 
of the 1965 report of the California Sen­ 
ate Fact-finding Subcommittee on Un- 
American 
Activities. 
Their 
report 
gives these facts about him: 
“ He was one of eight Communist 
leaders from New York, Pennsylvania, 
Illinois and California who went to Chi­ 
cago for the purpose of planning a new 
Communist youth organization in 1949. 
This was the Labor Youth League which 
was created at a meeting at the Peoples 
Auditorium, Chicago, May 28 and 29, 
1949. Wofsy publicly declared that the 
Labor Youth League was an adjunct 
to the Communist Party, and proudly 
declared that he was a Communist.” 
“ There was no person during the en­ 
tire history of the American Communist 
Party who played a more significant 
and successful role in organizing Com­ 
munist 
youth 
throughout the country 
than Leon Wofsy.” 
Anyone doubting the reliability of this 
report should be shown the following quo­ 
tation from the Daily Worker, June 6, 
1965, 
reporting a statement by the Na- 


tional Council of the Labor 
Youth 
League: 
“ After seven years of out­ 
standing leadership, 
Leon Wofsy, na­ 
tional 
chairman of our organization, 
was granted a leave of absence pending 
the next national convention. The grati­ 
tude and affection of the entire League 
was expressed to him as he left to take 
on 
other 
responsibilities in the peo­ 
ple’s movement.” 
Leon Wofsy was allowed to join the 
faculty of the University of California 
at Berkeley, despite knowledge of these 
facts about him, in September 1964 — 
the year the Berkeley revolution start­ 
ed. 
Interesting, isn’t it, the way the news­ 
casters and newspaper reporters didn’t 
think Professor Wofsy's 
background 
was important enough to mention? I’ll 
give you ten to one that if a well known 
and outspoken anti-Communist made the 
news statewide, his “ extremist” back­ 
ground would have been brought out im­ 
mediately. 
Taxpayers should ask their elected 
representatives 
(and newsmen) why 
the background of this radical leftist 
was not disclosed to the public. At the 
same time it might be wise to inquire 
as to why we as taxpayers have to pay 
the salaries of the likes of Professor 
Wofsy.

How to understand 


CASABLANCA, Morocco —To under­ 
stand North Africa and the Middle East 
now or for the future without reference 
to Mohammed and to his Koran is to 
lose the only map we have. Behind the 
scenes they dominate North Africa and 
Middle East problems and nothing can 
be done in matters jf individual free­ 
dom, peace or international cooperation 
which does not remain within this scope. 


Mohammed (570 - 
632) is relatively re­ 
cent as a world re­ 
ligious influence, and 
he is the only man 
who wrote the whole 
testament of a major 
faith—there are about 
460 million Moslems 
—within his lifetime 
\ T ‘ 
and by himself. 
A 
He is an extreme 
example of a man who 
had a late start in life. Further, his ac­ 
tivity occupied only 10 years. Bom in 
Mecca in 570, Mohammed married at 24 
a widow of 40. A rather shy man, al­ 
though ultimately an enormous warrior, 
he found himself still an unsuccessful 
evangelist in Mecca at the age of 52. 
Then he left for Medina (the Hegira) 
and was received in this rival city with 
great enthusiasm on September 20, 622. 
This was the beginning of Moham­ 
med’s power. Now he was acclaimed 
the Prophet. He had no other wife dur­ 
ing the lifetime of the widow Khadija, 
but then he married his cousin Zanib,

whom he had first married to his adopt­ 
ed son Zaid, and also the favorite Aye- 
sha, and Safiyya, who was a Jewess. 
Safiyya’s husband was Mohammed’s en­ 
emy and he married her on the evening 
of the battle in which her husband had 
been captured and executed. When he 
was master of all Arabia in 632, at the 
age of 62, this man who still influences 
so much of the whole world sickened of 
a fever and, on June 7, 632, the great 
Mohammed died. At last he had come into 
his own. 
Egypt was, as it remains, the most 
populous country in the Arab world, and 
it 
was 
Mohammed’s brother-in-law, 
Omar I, as Caliph from 634 to 644, who 
conquered 
Egypt 
for the Arabs and 
brought Islam there. The conquest cut 
off Abyssinia, uniquely Christian from 
about 330, from the rest of Christen­ 
dom for around a thousand years. 
The great Mohammed’s Koran — in 
Arabic, the Qur’an, the “ recitation” — 
consists of 114 chapters. The longest 
comes first, the shortest at the end. 
Heading 29 chapters are certain ini­ 
tial letters. These remain a mystery. 
Arabic scholars have no explanation 
for them or interpretation of them. The 
entire Koran is less than two-thirds as 
long as the New Testament alone — 
but in the Arab world it is everything. 
The message of Koran is called the 
Sidk, the Truth. All is ordained and none 
but Allah can alter anything. The 37th 
chapter of the Koran says why: “ Allah 
created you and all your actions. Mek- 
toub, it is written.” 


In the Koran the earth is firmly bal­ 
anced in place by the weight of moun­ 
tains and the sky is arched over it like 
a dome. The heavens are launched in 
seven stories. The highest is Allah’s 
habitation, his throne sustained by winged 
animals. Shooting stars are pieces of 
stone thrown by angels at impure spir­ 
its. The Koran demands dependence on 
Allah and Allah alone, and it describes 
him as a fearsome man: 


“ From the crown of the head to the 
breast Allah is holy, and from the breast 
down he is solid. He has strong black 
hair, and roars like a lion at every 
watch of the night.” 
For life in the. Islamic world there 
is hardly a condition in which passag­ 
es are not applied from this daily guide. 
Rewards? 
When Allah created the 
world he took a handful of dust in either 
hand. He cast one to the right, one to 
the left. The dust to the right would be­ 
come people who would be happy. The 
dust to the left would become people 
destined to live in misery’s dark cav­ 
ern. Mektoub, it is written. 


Throughout the faith there is perpetu­ 
al emphasis on the delusion of human 
destiny. This is the basic political view 
that is nearly impossible for us to 
grasp but which represents the sustained 
theological, social and political doctrines 
of the vast Islamic world in which we have 
such a stake in terms of world peace.
